(A Foreword By | Winston Churchill.) 


| This extract from the Earl of

Eighteen years ago when the first 
Conlition was formed, nnd I bean 
again to work with the Tories, in 
everything but Protection, we found 
oursclvca colleagues, first in war and 
afterwards in peace. 

For nearly ten years we sat to- 
gether in Cabinet; and I can hardly 
recall any question, certainly none 
of first importance, upon which wo 
were not {n hearty and natural 
agreement. Most of all do 1 deplore 
his absence now that the future of 
India ja at stake. But fo  puraue 
thia further would trespasa beyond 
the limits allowed to me. 

Kor all the purposcs of discussion, 
argument, exposition, appeal or 
altercation F. E. had a complete 
ormoury. The bludgeon for the 
platform; the rapier for a personal 
dispute; the entangling net and un- 
expected trident for the Courts of 
Law; and a jug of clear spring water 
fer an anxious perplexed conclave. 
Many examples are given by his son 
of his use of these various mathods, 

Most of all I like to hear him In 
the Cabinet. I trurt I shall violate 
nd secrecy when I say that he was 
a singularly ailont member. He had 
acquired in the legal profession the 
hnbit of listening mute and maotion- 
leas hour after hour, and he rarely 
spoke until he was-appenled to for 
his counsel. Then his manner was 
so quict, so reasonable, so matter- 
of-fact and sensible that you could 
fee) opinion being changed; and 
promptly as he warmed to his sub- 
ject, there grew that glow of con- 
viction and appeal, instinctive and 
matchless, which constitutes true 
eloquence. 

Often I have thought of Mr. Pitt's 
famous translation of some Latin 
eplgram, which if he were here 
F, E. would {ell me: 

“Eloquence fs like the flame, It 
requires fuel to feed it, motion to 
excite it and fit brightens as it 
burns.” 

In my experience he and Mr. Lloyd 
George were both at their best in 
gatherings of ten or a dozen men, 
every one ¢* whom was well-inform- 
ed upon the question at issue .and 
upon whom the effect of cluptrap in 
any of ita innumerable varieties

VITAL MISTAKES IN PLAY. 


(By A. E. MANNING Mudicad 


CWAXPERIENCE,” wrote Oscar 
E Wilde, “ia the name men 
give to thelr mistakes.” At Bridge 
jit in by the mintakes wo mako and 
ought to lonrn. Many players, 
Ihowever, seem Incapable of profit- 
ing by experience. Perhaps thoy 
do not realise- thelr mintakes, or, 
if they do, they forget the lesson. 
They go on year after year blun- 
dering along, making the samo 
sorte of errors, and never improv- 
iux. Kvery player makes mis- 
tukes, Tho difference between the 
good and the bad player {fs that tho 
ood ptayer, knows when he haa 
made a mistake, and profita by It. 
‘There are certain kinds of mis- 
tnkea that the good player “nover 
imakes, There are intelligent and 
unintelligent mistakes, 

Occasionally in these columns f 
give oxamplca of  badly-played 
hands, becnuso I belHeve that they 
may bo just as useful to the ordin- 
ary player as examples of clever 
juny, Vhey inay, indeed, be more 
une.al, since the player who can- 
not expect to aapire to brillfant 
coups can derive benefit from 
studying what not to do. It Js 
‘easter to Jearn to correct o fault 
than to master the higher forms of 
intraterys For the sake of clear- 
ness, I givo, np a rula, the contents 
‘of all four hands, and this, no 
‘doubt, affects, although probably 
unconsciously, the judgment of 
those who rend. . With the know- 
ledge of what each player holds, it 
reems Smponsible that any reason- 
Able person coukd make auch 
caregious mistakes an are shown 
in eome of my examples. Yet they 
are chosen (they are not Inventod) 
from actual play either witnessed 
by myself ur given to mo. by 
friends and correspondents, and 
they occur usually - ot clubs 
amongst regular and hard-bitten 
performers. A fow days ago I had 
a rather amusing experience, A 
kindly critic, after the usual com- 
plimentary remarks, ventured to 
inay that the play given last week by 
iA in defence was so bad that he 
could not conceive it being made, 
and the inference was that the 
example wos not worth giving. I 
did not suggest that possibly he 
might be influenced by seeing all 
the hands. But, Inter, he himself 
in play was guilty of an amazing 
biunder which cost his .side tho 
‘gamo und rubber. Here aro the
